"First of all, we want cily 
council to commit Itself lo a 
three-year relaxation of the zo- 
ning by-laws in the Point Grey- 
Dunbar areas," first vice pres- 
ident Cliarlic Boylan said, 

Tiic district in question, Point 
■ Grey, Is presently zoned for sin- 
gle-family dwellings which allow 
one family and twoiodgcrs per 
house. Separate houselceeping 
suites are illegal. 

"Sccondlyi we want to pu- 
blicize the need for an imme- 
diate crash program to build an 
adequate number of student 
residences on campus." 

The Alma Mater Society will 
present a brief to the city coun- 
cil tomorrow along with two 
petitions — one signed by the 
UBC students, the other by Point 
Grey home owners — both aslc- 
ing for zoning by-laws relax, 
ation. 

"There are thousands of peo- 
ple who would gladly rent to 
students and all we ask is that 
zoning inspectors keep their 
hands off for three years," Boy- 
Ian said.

Toronto holds Sino ''teach in

The International Teach-in Committee of the University of Toronto has announced 
that it will hold on extensive teach-in on China, In an attempt to focus attention on the "cultural 
revolution' now sweeping that country, and the possible ramifications It holds for the rest of 
the world. 

The teach-in, which has to be 
one of the most ambitious of its 



kind ever attempted, will be 
divided into the "pre-teach-in 
program" October 8- 14th in- 
clusive, : to be followed by the 
main discussions . which will be 
held on the weekend, com- 
mencing Friday night Oct. 14 
through to Sunday Oct. 16. 

.The "pre-teach-in program" 
will include several documentary 
films, one concerning the legend- 
ary Canadian doctor, Norman Be- 
thune, three panel discussions, 
to be conducted by noted jour, 
nalists, professor, and federal 
M.P's, slides and two lectures. 

The weekend sessions will 
consist of four intensive discuss- 
ions to be conducted by sixteen 
leading Chinese experts. Topics 
to be discussed are "Inside 
China Today", "China and the 
Emerging Nations", China and 
the Industrial Nations", ami 
"World Response to China". 

The China teach-in»will^ be the 
first opportunity yet offered for 
leading sinologists to make an 



organized and comprehensive 
survey of the present political 
upheaval In China. 
The concern now held by many 



over the present situation is re- 
flected by the large number of 
Chinese experts w!io have agreed 
to participate in the program.

When the Redmen take the field October 23 for the College Bowl tilt, they will be 
featuring a well-balanced attack and a never-say-die coach named Robert Vogel. 

'They're starling to get some spirit now," Vogel said yesterday, "if they have the same atti- 
tude, a couple' of breaks and stay healthy, they'll give anybody a battle, 
. "Mens Sana in corpore sano," quipped Vogel. 

Some 60 hopefuls showed up at the first practice, to fill four starting and two bench posi- 
tions. Vogel cracked the whip immediately. Questions like "What famous boys' organization was 
formed by the Sons of Daniel Boone and the Woodcraft Indians", "Birds like worms, cats like mice, 
on what do Thrip thrive?" and "What is another name for a group of snipes?" eliminated all but 
the strongest, "Survival of the fittest," observed Vogel, 

The 60 broke off into scrimmage squads of five and participated in a rapid-fire light drill 
without equipment. When the smoke had cleared, only 32 remained. 

From then on, a shroud of secrecy covered the gridiron. When this reporter interrupted one 
blackboard session, Vogel and his assistants snatched the playbook out of sight and requested his 
immediate withdrawal, "We've got some surprises for them," Vogel promised.

Blood 
for Blood? 

Dear Sir, 

With reference to Messrs. 
Doncgani and Bailey, I will not 
waste my time in sterile discus- 
sion about the authenticity of 
the quotations in the pamphlet 
handed out by the Committee 
to end the War in Viet Nam. 
What is relevant is the aim of 
the Commltt ee.KMata>p lied by 



its name, itself. Again, whether 
it is Just another form of "Mac- 
Faddenism" is irrelevant. It is 
significant, however, that in 
spite of the manifold difficulties 
such a group has encountered 
in the past and' will no doubt 
encounter again in the future 
it still clings to a philosophy 
which is basically humane 
against the backdrop of a large- 
ly dog-eat-dog, inhumane world. 
By and large, it is with, and for 
the rationale of, such a group 
that we must act instead of 
immersing ourselves in mass 
apathy which, on closer examin- 
ation, b not justified. Granted 
that such a group has made a 
few mistakes in the past — such 
as ignoring Red China's A-bomb 
explosion or the - massacre in 
Iiidonesia — is there better 
jiistification for further apathy 
now that the situation — the 
Viet Nam War — has become 
worse? Shall we just sit down 
in resignation and let ourselves 
be dragged down the abyss of 
both moral and thermonuclear 
disasters? I don't ''. believe' so 
and when viewed from this 
angle the premise . underlying 
Messrs.' -DoneganiVand Bailey's 
- argument - appears > morally, if 
not intellectually, untenable. 

But what is equally false — 
and certainly nauseating — is 
the assumption that the U.S. 
is forever on the crusade for 
freedom and tiiersfore, those 
who oppose:i^taip.articular policy 
at a parUculM^^oment are 
necessarily anti-American and 
the enemies of freedom. Is the 
U.S. really fighting for freedom 
in Viet Nam? Or is its action 
determined by the variables of 
international politics — without 
due regard to the majority of 
the Vietnamese, international 
law, or the disastrous conse- 
quences that may follow? Our 
answers may differ in this res- 



pect. However, let me remind 
you that it is due to this dif- 
ference that the action of such 
a group as the Viet Nam Com- 
mittee differs. But is this dif- 
ference sufficient to make it 
— or all of its members — anti- 
American and therefore, accord- 
ing to the usual argument, the 
enemy of freedom? 

Frankly, I deplore the Stalin- 
ist Russian action over Hungary. 
But I deplore even more any 
attempt to justify the bloody 
present by the bloody past. This 
amounts to nothing more than 
sheer hypocrisy — at worst, 
outright cynicism. This is easily 
detectable by the intelligent 
and the sensitive on the cam- 
pus. And it is to them — and 
those at the periphery — that 
the group is directing its atten- 
tion. As for those who would 
choke the freedom of a nation 
and if necessary pave the way 
for a thermonuclecr holocaust, 
IN THE NAME OF FREEDOM, 
they may rationalize as long as 
they can and pleim; For a group 
like the ^Viét^Nâm>c6lnmIttee, 
and those who are linked' to it 
by some kind of spiritual affini- 
ty, the time has come for action 
instead of mere words.

Dame Review has died, a usually 
reliable spokesman for CN tele- 
communications said here Fri- 
day. 

The paper's demise occurred 
sometime during Jhj^Iast. six 
months, he told Cahadiaiif Uni- 
versity Press In a telephone 
interview. 

Discovery of the Review's 
apparent misfortune was made 
Thursday, when a collect tele- 
gram was sent to the Nelson, 
B.C. paper. 

The CN spokesman said a . CN 
Investigation into the failure ;ôf 
the paper's editors to accept the 
telegram revealed the death. 
CUP is now attempting to con- 
firm the passing. 

"If the Review has died, we're 
ordering an autopsy", said a CUP 
tspokesman, upon hearing the 
newsT'Thls is no way of opting 
oiit of CUP services. If necessary, 
we'll take this thing to the 
Pope"
